Study shows weather forecasting has improved 


er in Florida is no fun. I can spend 
hours looking at charts, satellite pic- 
tures, Doppler radars and gnough 
computer data to make a hard drive 
cringe and it still doesn't help. 

‘The forecast of "sunny skies and 
mild temperatures” has somehow 
been transformed into a steady rain 
with gusty winds. No wonder my 
hair is tuming gray. 

After a frustrating day at the 
weather office I'm often reminded of 
an old weather saying: only a fool 
would try to forecast the weather in 
Florida. 

Chances are weather forecasters 
in other parts of the country know 
that same forecast frustration as 
well as I do. Predicting tomorrow's 
weather is much more difficult to 
predict than weather in other 
locales. The main reason it is

tougher here is our location. Our 
tropical climate, the intense sun- 
shine and being nearly surrounded 
by water all combine to make Flori- 
da's weather sometimes unpre- 
dictable.

From 12 to 48 hours, the AMS. 
study found that we do well particu- 
larly with large storms. While we 
can't say exactly where or when a

study found that forecasters do a 
good job of predicting which areas 
will be threatened as much as 48 
hours ahead of time. 

We're getting much better at fore- 
casting severe storms, too. The 
National Weather Service is cur- 
rently installing Doppler radar's 
around the country.

The study surprised many people 
with its finding on long-term fore- 
casting.

Will it warm up next week 
or remain cool?-I don't try to predict 
actual temperatures, 

Overall, the study said that 
weather forecasters are getting bet- 
ter and better at their job. We still 
make mistakes because Mother 
Nature is often full of surprises but 
today's forecasts are more accurate 
than 10 years ago. 

And, ten years from now, we'll be 
doing an even better job. Of course, 
by then, my hair will be completely 
gray.

In the world 
today, there are about 1.7 billion 
people who have passive TB. In еф 
USA about 15 million have tested 
positive. Of all those people, only 10 
percent will develop active TB. 

If you develop active TB you are 
Sick from the TB germs that are 
active in your body. You may have 
chest pains, coughing, weight loss, 
fever, and night sweats. You can 
spread thè TB germs to other peo- 
ple just by being near them and 
spreading droplets by coughing. 
laughing, singing, etc. You must ^ 
take medicines, exactly, as рге- 
scribed, to cure the TB.

things you can do towards your 
good health: It is very important to 
take all medicine for as long as it 
takes to kill the TB. germs, even if, 
you don't feel sick.

Then, those medicines will no 
longer work at killing the TB 
germs. When this happens, people 
develop a conditionithat is called 
MDR-TB, or multi-drug resistant 
TB.

widely circulated, domestic 
sweetener producers do not 
receive government gifts or 
grants under the sugar policy 
for'producing or rharketing 
sugar and corn.sweeteners.

He also told the committee 
that the price of sugar has 
been reasonable and stable for 
over а decade.and when 
adjusted for inflation, the real 
price of sugar has fallen over 
the same period. v 

"The loan rate for sugar has 
been set at the minimum level 
of 18 cents per pound for sugar 
cane growers since 1985. Thus, 
sugar growers have had to 
increase their production and 
processing efficiency over the 
past decade in order to survive 
in a market environment of 
decreasing real prices." 

Copies of the testimonies 
were taken back to Washing- 
ton by those House Agricultur- 
al members present so the full 
committee can study them 
before making their decisions 
on farm policy.

Pahokee-based Florida 
Highway. Patrol Trooper 
Jonathan D. Carter"will 
never forget Sept. 26, 1994. 
That is the night he, along 
with other troopers, were 
working an off-duty detail at 
a night club in Miami. 
Trooper Carter was shot in 
the mouth by a young male 
who was denied entry into 
the establishment because it 
was assumed he had a 
firearm on his person, When 
Trooper Carter and the other 
troopers approached the sus- 
pect, he pulled a firearm 
from under his shirt and 
fired two times. 

After being in a coma for 
one month, numerous surg- 
eries, and months of rehabil- 
itation, the 31-year-old 
trooper is back at work. 
Presently, he is performing 
light duty, however, he said 
he is anxious to get back on 
the road. 

Trooper Carter openly 
talks about the shooting and 
what he has gone through to 
be where he is today. He 
said, "It's always in the back 
of your mind when you put 
on your uniform that you'ré 
going to be shot," however, 
he was shocked when the 
actual shooting occurred. 

‚ He said he remembers 
being shot in the mouth with 
the 17-year-old suspect's 25- 
caliber automatic handgun. 
Trooper Carter said he heard 
Shots ring out and he fell to 
his knees. While on his 
knees, he said, "I thought I 
had been hit in the mouth 
but I never thought I had 
been shot." He said he stood 
up and another trooper 
advised him to sit back 
down. He said he then 
noticed part of his lip was 
hanging and then he began 
to taste blood and realize he 
had actually been shot in the 
mouth, 

Trooper Carter said he 
was conscience and (he 
remembers Trauma Hawk 
landing in the parking lot of 
the night club.‘He said he 
even remembers taiking to 
rescue personnel. while 
enroute to Jackson Memorial 
Hospital. However, the 
trooper lost consciousness аб 
the hospital. 

Trooper Carter said he 
remained unconscious: at 
Jackson Memorial Hospital

he was in the hospital, he 
learned that the bullet had 
entered his mouth, broke his 
palate, hit his voice box and 
then entered the back of his 
head. Surgery was done to 
remove the bullet and to 
reattach his lip. 

After waking up, Trooper 
Carter said he had to learn 
how to do everyday tasks 
(feeding himself, swallowing, 
walking, etc.) After being 
discharged from a rehabilita- 
tion facility, the trooper said 
he went to live with his par- 
ents in Miami. While there, 
he said.he began his own 
rehabilitation. "The doctors 
told my family that I proba- 
bly wouldn't be back (to my 
normal self) for about. one 
year," said Trooper Carter. 

The trooper said he was 
determined to make a full 
recovery in a short amount 
of time because he. was 
determined to gain his 
strength and eventually get 
back to work. 

When the trooper learned 
to help himself, he said he 
went back to his home in 
Hollywood, and he is still 
continuing his rehabilita- 
tion. He said he is also work- 
ing on reconditioning his 
body by lifting weights, and 
gaining his weight back 
(before the accident, the 
trooper weighed 195 pounds 
- after the shooting, he lost 
'80 pounds - presently, he 


, weighs 180 pounds). 


Returning to the Pahokee 
FHP station in February, 
Trooper Carter is now work- 
ing the switchboard and 
office duties. He is hoping to 
be back on the.road this

Mr. Berman 
expressed to the trooper that. 
he had at one time gotten 
into some trouble and a 
police officer had helped 
him. He told the trooper that 
he had vowed to one day 
show his appreciation of the 
officer in some form or 
another. 


The trooper said when he | 


received Mr. Berman's 
check, he contacted him and 
thanked him. He said he and 
Mr. Berman now communi- 
cate on a regular basis. 

Trooper Carter said he 
was working the off-duty 
detail the night of the shoot- 
ing because his mother had 
expressed a desire to go back 
to school. He said,"I was 
working because I was try- 
ing to make the extra money 
to send ^ my mother to 
8chool." He proudly says, 
"My mother doesn't work, I 
take care of hér." The troop- 
er's mother, is presently 
enrolled in school where she 
is studying to be a nurse. 

Trooper Carter is divorced 
and the father of three girls, 
ages 16 and 9 (a set of 
twins).
